The idea no doubt is that by using -the 
money only for purposes directly beneficint 
to the native population, we shall show them 
very distinctly that we did not countenance 
gambling with a view to obtaining revenue: 
This, there can unfortunately be hardly a 
doubt will not bo believed, and the main object 
will, therefore, be lost. It may also be hoped 
that a better answer can be given at home to 
enquiries on the subject if it be possible to 
state that no portion of the funds haye been 

used by the Colony: This, of coursa, is a 
point on which the Home Government has a 

. right to form its own opinion ; but, after all, 
tho reply is of a far less satisfactory nature 
than the one which thoy: will in due course 
be able to make, that the aystem bas been 
put an end to; and this we 'vonture to bo- 
eve will be the main point that: will be 
seized by the Chinese, who will see the plain 
fact that the plan has been given up, and will 
he likely, so far a thoy aro able, to sacertain 
the reason why tha step has been adopted. 
Two means of disposing of the Special 
Fund have, we understand, been alrendy pro- 
posed. First, that a portion be’ funded to 
“provide a certain andount towards the police 
expenditure; and, secondly, that a donation 
be given to the Chinese Hospital. To neither 
of these propositions can any exception be 
taken. The habit of gambling unfortunately 
directly increases the police expenditure, and- 
it may therefore be. considered justifiable to 
use @ portion of the funds in that direction ; 
aud the ends of the Chinese Hospital are of 
course auch as bring it completely within the | 
scope of those objects contemplated—by the 
Government. A suggestion has, however, 
been made of a third obj, to which a por- 
tion of the fund might. with propriety be 
devoted, and which, though at first sight it 
seems rather more for the bonefit of foreign- 
ers than Chinese, is a matter iu -which the 
more influential natives are largely concern.

With roferonce to the poisoning of the officers - 
and erew of tha American vessel Audaz, the 
Shipping and Mercantile Gazetts anya :—~We hava 
uo desire to magnify the importance of thia 
cage, or, of conrec, in any” way to. distort the 
fnota as they hive reached ns. But it comea to 
this, that in the British Port of Hingkong a 
coroner's jury bave found that a_ murder by 
poisoning bas been committed on board a mer- 
obante veesel lying there, and, of course, if the 
jory are right, there was more than one yiotim 
aimed ut by the assassin, It would seem that 
what bappened on bourd the dudax might 
ocour to any vessel againat the officers or crews 
of. which a Ohinese or Malay snilur might havea 
grudge. Weare nwureof the difficulty of meet- 
tog attempts at thia peculiar species of agansdina- 
tion-in the Chinese ports, but at Hongkong 
there ought to be'no. such difficulty. ' The port 
and all ite belongings are subjacted to British 
control and supervision, and thera is, con- 
requently, infinitely less opportunity than there 
would be higher up the coast for the perpetru-
